Washington, D. C., April 11.—[Spe- 
cjal.}—George Creel, head of the war- 
‘ime committee on public information, 
in a report to congress of the joint 
committee on printing, is charged with 
reckless eXtravagance in the admin- 


press agenting activities. The report 
was made public today by Senator Reed 
Smoot, chairman, and Representative 
Kiess, vice chairman, of the committee. 
The committee has compelled the ad- 


lll of 226 periodicals at a saving of 
$1,200,000 annually; has curtailed al- 
lowances for field printing plants $898,- 
100, and has reduced the output of the 
government printing office to such an 
extent that $908,184 was saved on print 
paper alone this year. 


Bulletin Killed; Lives On. 

The committee caused Creel to cease 
publication of the Official United States 
Bulletin April 1, 1919, but found that 
it was being continued as a private 
enterprise under the name of the Unit- 
ed States Bulletin by Roger W. Bab- 
son, chief of the information and edu- 
tation service of the department of 
labor. 

“The prime mover in the seeret ne- 
gotiations by which the Bulletin was 
turned over to Babson without a cent 
of compensation to the government 
appears to have been Fdward §&, 
Rochester, who was given the position 
of editor of the Bulletin by his friend 
Creel,” the report says. 

“Thus it was,” the report continues, 
“that through the manipulations of 
Rochester and with the evident assert 
of Creel, Babson came into possession 
of the Bulletin, its name, good will, 
prestige, and value as a going concern, 
staffand office, and was even permitted 
to copy its mailing lists and subscrip- 
tim accounts without paying the gov- 
ernment for any of these valuable as 
sets. 

“Deliberate Effort at Looting.”

BISHOP FALLOWS 


Tried It in Wet Era to 


Replace Saloon. 


Since the nation became dry, comma, 
constitutionally, comma, sundry 


lows have professed claim to the im- 
mortai distinction of bestowing upon 
mankind hopless lager, or beer without 
a morning after. The scalawags were 
silenced yesterday when Bishop Sam. 
uel Fallows, foregoing his habitual 


modesty, for the sake of truth declared 
the facts. 


Bishop Fallows, a non-alcoholic wet, 
was and is, THE father, inventor, cre- 
ator of near beer. His explanation of 
its genesis reverts to the early days 
of Chicago, some forty-five years ago, 
when Uncle Sam was still a tank, in- 
stead of an aquarium. 


It’s a Deep Mystery. 

For the edification of those who 
hunger and thirst after abstemious- 
ness, he accompanied the explanation 
with a demonstration of the ease with 
which the brew may be manufactured 
It is simple. One merely requires two 
crocks, one glass, a tin can, one spoon, 
a bottle, one cork, the recipe, and a 
ouija board. The latter is essential, 
as the bishop declines to divulge the 
recipe. 

As the bishop completed the demon- 
stration and poured a potion, his pho- 
tographer guest smacked his lips and 
demanded with gusto that he pose in 
the act of brewing, which the bishop 
did. 

Test of Pet Theory. 

“It was like this,” he said. “I 
wished to test a pet theory of mine, 
that the fundamental attraction of a 
saloon was not the liquor, but the at- 
mosphere, the companionship. So I 
decided to become a saloonkeeper. I 
selected as a site the basement at the 
northwest corner of Washington and 
La Salle streets. In those days that 
was where the largest number of what 
so happily designate hard 
boiled eggs congregated.”

Ask Recognition of 
New Union. 


Terms for a settlement of the Chi- 
cago switchmen’s strike, embracing at 
least one radical concession, were of- 
fered last night by President John 
Grunau of the Chicago Yardmen’s as- 
sociation. The announcement followed 
a secret conference of officials and the 
board of trustees of the association 
yesterday afternoon at Williams’ hall, 
California avenue and Madison street. 
The terms include: 

. Recognition of the Chicago Yard- 
men's association as @ representa. 
tive switchmen’'s union. 

Granting of a wage schedule ap- 
plying only to members of the 
Chicago Yardmen’s association, as 
follows: Conductors or foremen, 
$1 an hour; switchmen and help- 
ers/ 95 cents an hour; switch ten- 
ders operating not more than three 
switches, $5 a day; tenders operat- 
more than three switches, 95 cents 
an hour. 

Time and one-half for overtime, 
Sundays and holidays; double time 
for overtime on Sundays and legal 
holidays.

AGAINST MORE BONDS. 


The projects proposed by the city, to be cafried 


forward by bond issues, cannot all ‘be undertaken. 
The city can put through the program for which 


bonds have been authorized to date, but it cannot 


carry out that program and the program indicated 
by the bond issues submitted for Tuesday’s elec- 
tion. ‘ i 
What is planned to date nearly exhausts the 
city’s bonding power. The proposed issues would 

. go far over the bond limitations. If the city 
authorizes, on the four ;different propositions, the 


street lighting, $5,000,000 for small parks and 
playgrounds, and $5,000,000 for a municipal cen- 
vention hall, it cannot go forward with its plans. 

Something must be deferred, and the question is 
what? In previous elections, by authorizing bond 
issues, the voters have given their approval to 
a definite plan of development and improvements. 
' Now, if they authorize more bonds, issues far 
beyond the city’s power to borrow money, they 
will make the conditions of development indefinite 
and even hazardous. | 

Presumably, and we think in fact,’ the most im- 
portant projects were put forward first. It was 
the intention that they should be executed first. 
They were the most pressing or they would not 
have been planned first. : 

New bond issues will give the city administr 
tion the power to exercise a selection which is not 
‘now possible. We do not know any reason to 
believe that the selection will be made for the good 
of the city. It can be made for the good of politics. 

Mayor Thompson now has authority to spend 
all the money, or virtually all the money, the city 
can borrow. The voter might ask what the pur- 
pose is in asking for more money when it can- 
not be raised except at the sacrifice of something 
previously determined upon. 

That is a valid objection to the authorization 
of additional bonds at this time, if there were no 
others. The wise vote will be “No” upon the 
scheme of jugglifg with propositions.

For a week or 
‘| ten days after our decfaration of war this pacifist 
forbade the use of the word ‘mobilize’ or of any 
vaiiation thereof in official correspondence in the 
department.” 

Rear Admiral Fullam has told of the refusal to 
prepare the Pacific squadron. Rear Admirals Rod- 
tan, Wilson, and Fletcher have come to the sup- 
port of the administration, the first named on the 
pretense or under the delusion of defending the 
good name of the navy which is in no way tm- 
pugned. But detailed criticism like that of Capt. 
Laning’s and others cannot be disposed of in this 
way. 

The basic weakness of the whole sftuation was 
that Mr. Wilson himself refused to recognize the 
need of preparation, and that he had appointed 
pacifists' to be civilian heads of the arity and navy 
respectively. Secretary Garrison had been com- 
pelled to resign beCause he could not conscien- 
tiously remain in office doing nothing to prepare 
the army for the conflict he saw approaching while 
Mr. Wilson was telling congress and the country 
there was ho need to prepare.

When very tired they lie on the stomach 
and have a child walk or crawl up and 
down their backs. Doubtless the mas- 
Sage and manipulation is of service by 
pressing fatigue products out of muscles, 
quickening lymphatic and capillary cir- 
culation and overcoming the téndency to 
slouch down which comes when a person 
is very tired. 


They bathe whenever they can get to 
clean water. The first step in the bath is 
te plaster the body with mud. Then they 
wash off the mud. In hot weather they 
wash out their nostrila In winter they 
grease the body with oi). This is done 
to keep the body warm and to prevent 
chapping and other winter eruptiona In 
the spring they wash the grease off with 
earth and a crude alkaline soap. 

The place from which they get their 
drinking water is always up stream from 
the bathing place. 

They clean their teeth with the index 
I arn not certain but that they 
have something for us in this. In spite 
of all our propaganda Dr. Fones told the 
recent meeting of the Illinois State Den- 
tal society that not more than 10 per cent 
of our population own or use tooth 
brushes. Other speakers agreed substan- 
tlally with the estimate.

Perhaps a part of our general reluc- 
tance to use tooth brushes ts due to the 
shortcomings of the instrument. Moth- 
ers are told to clean the teeth of young 
children with a small cloth wrapped 
around the index finger. Some of the 
teeth of an adult can be much better 
cleaned with the finger than with any 
brush. I would like to see the National 
Dental society make some experiments 
with fingers versus brushes as tooth 
cleaning tools.

RESERVISTS TO CHOOSE TRAINING.

In our March 20 issue we printed the 
announcement made by the secretary of war 
about training of reserve officers. Below is 8 
reprint: 

Members of officers’ reserve corps and 
members of the regular army reserve will 
not, in general, be called to duty for training 
during 1920. In no event will any reserve 
officer, or any reservist, be called for training 
during the present calendar year wihout his 
consent. 

Reserve officers on inactive status may be 
assigned by department commMmanders to an 
organization of the regular army for target 
practice at their own request, but without 
pay. Reserve officers taking part in tarret 
practice will be allowed the same expendtiure 
of small arms ammunition therefor as officers 
of the same arm of service or the regular 
army. Applicant for Assignment under this 
authority should be made to the department 
commander.

NEW OFFERING 
OF TREASURY 


Washington, D. C., April 11.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Secretary of the Treasury Hous- 
ton today announced a new offering of 
$250,000,000 treasury certificates of in- 
debtedness at increased rates of inter- 
est, the highest paid since the begin- 
ning of the war. One series will be of

HEALTH SLEUTHS 
FIND MILKMEN 
‘DOCTOR’ MILK 


The health department has been get- 
ting evidence against milk dealers who 
have been selling milk not up to stand- 
ard and is preparing to begin a number 
of suits. This was disclosed yesterday. 

The inspectors had been testing milk 
not oftener than every two weeks, the 
department's bulletin says, and the 
dealers knew about when the inspector 
was due. The inspectors were instruct. 
ed to double back and take samples | 
every five to seven days. 

“The results disclosed are interest- 
ing as showing there are tricks in the 
milk trade, as in most others,” the bul- 
letin continues. “As suits have not 
yet been started, the names of the 
dealers are not given. Later on the 
court records will disclose their iden- 
tity. The principal object now is to 
expose the methods used and warn 
dealers that selling a low grade milx is 
not likely to be profitable. 

“It is reasonably certain those deal- 
ers found guilty will be compelled, 
through revocation of their licenses, t- 
seek other means of making their. liv- 
ing.”
